REMARKS 



In the above-referenced Office Action, tine Examiner divided the claims into the 
following species: 

a. Species 1 : Claims 1 -1 0, 31-40, 50-51 , and 82-87. 

b. Species 2: Claims 11-18, 19-24, 60-64, 77-81 , and 88-90. 

c. Species 3: Claims 25-30 and 95-97. 

d. Species 4: Claims 52-59 and 98-1 01 . 

e. Species 5: Claims 69-71 . 

In response to the election requirement, applicant hereby elects Species 1 covered 
by claims 1-10, 31-40, 50-51. and 82-87. 

Applicant's election Is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, upon the 
allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to not 
more than a reasonable number of species in addition to the elected species, provided that 
all claims to each additional species are written in dependent form or otherwise include all 
the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .146.
